The high waves tossed und scattered 
over a wide area the 'lifeboats into 
which the GOO passengers and 
300 


crewmen were forced to escape when 
the Orazio's muster finally abandon- 
ed an all-day fight against flames 
which .swept the decks, end to end. 


Thu greatest care was necessary to 


avoid running down the small boats 
drifting aimlessly in the sea. 


At Marseille, return of two French 


destroyers which sped to the scene 
wh'.'ii the Orazio broadcast an SOS 
yesterday was awaited eagerly. They 
picked up two of the lifeboats. Other 
ships were reported to have picked 
up three more. Only the scantiest in- 
formation could be obtained.

"Not a chance,' 'said British Gene/al 


Thomas Gage. He'leaned back in a 
comfortable chair in his Boston head- 
quarlers and took a wallop of snuff. 
"A lot of lousy Colonials! A couple 
of rusty quail-guns against the King's 
regulars? Don't be silly!" 


So early in the morning of that April 


day in 1775, the red-coated regulars 
tramped ••• away 'from "Boston toward 
Lexington, in Massachusetts colony. 
Their job was just to arrest a couple 
of loud-mouthed agitators, Hancock 
and Adams by name. 


The column pulled into Lexington at 


dawn. And there across the village 
green stood a little handful of men 
with guns. An officer ordered them 
to move on, but they didn't. The Bri- 
tish officers exchanged glances. "What 
did I tell you!" they said.

The British marched on to Concord, 


occupied the town, picketed a little 
bridge over a creek. Then it hap- 
pened. The farmers of the whole com- 
munity, summoned by grapevine news 
of Lexington, began arriving and tak- 
ing pot-shots at the British. 


More and more came. It got hotter 


and hotter. The British column turn- 
ed, began the long march back to 
Boston, harried, picked of, sniped at 
from behind every wall, tree and 
farm house.

A war began then. It lasted eight 


long years. The British shipped over 
expeditionary'force after expedition- 
ary force, built of regulars and hired 
German professional soldiers. They 
fought because it was their job.

fend against invaders. At limes only 
a few thousand sluck it out. Wretched- 
ly equipped, even they might not have 
won without help.

But when, they won the battle of 


Saratoga, it put ideas in the heads 
cf sonic other countries. Maybe the 
British weren't so invincible after all. 
Maybe they had bitten off a tough 
mouthful to chew. Maybe that was 
i good time for the litlle fellers to 
lave a hack at the big boys some- 
where else. 


This idea appealed to the French 


then—and perhaps a similar idea is ap- 
icaling to them today as they watch 
Ihe Russian steam-roller bogged down 
in Finland. Perhaps others, too. 


In any case, the French a fleet

Death Was Tragic End 


to Seven Harrowing 


Years 


KANSAS CITY -W)- Miss Mary 


McElroy, 32, victim of one of the 
major kldnapings of the e»rly thirties, 
shot and killed herself Sunday at her 
home. 


In a note the slender hrunetle daugh- 


ter o£ the late H. F, McElroy, ousted 
as city manager, last spring, said. 


"My four kidnapers are probably 


the only people on earth who don't 
consider me a utter fool." 


For several years she had taken 


what she described as an "interest in 
the well being" of her kidnapers, two 
of whom are in state prison, another 
has served his sentence and a fourtfi 
never was captured. 


The body, clad in gray lounging pfT- 


jamas on B divan of the sun room, 
was found Sunday morning by Miss 
Inez Strange, Miss McElroy's maid. 
There was a bullet wound slightly 
above the right ear. On the floor 
was a .25 calibre automatic pistol, 
identified as Miss McElroy's prop- 
erty. 


The note, written in ink and sign- 


ed "Mary M. McElroy" was adresscd 
to no one. Its second paragraph, as 
released by police, said: 


'You have your death penalty now 


—so—please—give them a chance." 


Her death was the tragic end of 


seven harrowing years beginning when 
she was kidnaped from her -bath, 
May 27, 1933, chained to the basement 
wall of a farm house near Shawnee, 
Kas., and released after being held pri- 
soner 29 hours.' Her father paid 530,000 
ansom for her release. 
Two of the three kidnapers appre- 
.ended were Walter and George Mc- 
Gce, 
brothers, .now serving life sent- 


ences. 


Walter McGee was given a death 


sentence but it was commuted to 
life. 


Clarence Click, who lived on the 


farm where she was held prisoner 
was released in 1938 after serving an 
eight year sentence.

England has known. He didn't ex- 
clude the last war. 


Currently the senate is agitated over 


whether it can make a loan to Finland 
without seeming to. Already the Ex- j 
port-Import bank has made a S10.- I 
000,000 loan to a Finnish corporation. ! 
By a narrow margin it perhaps escapes 
being a loan directly to the Finnish j 
government. Also it has strings tied to 
it which prohibit its use for buying 
arms and implements of war. Presi- | 
dent Roosevelt, in a leter to congress. ' 
disclosed he~ was going little farther 
in that direction without congression- 
al saction, which he asked. 


Technically the loans are proposed 


on the assumption that they are to 
promote export of excess .Yankee gro- 
'ceries and manufactures, but the sen- 
ate went officially on record as recog- 
nizing that bigger fish than that were 
in the pond. The leter and the vari- 
ous bils concerned with Finnish loans 
were sent to the banking and currency 
cpmmitee. That is in compliance with 
the fcchrucdl front But, by agre»- 
ment, they! wil go thereafter to the 
foreign relations committee [where only 
one question wil} be at issue:
